ſame, Which, next bnto God, heeought moſt inutolably to haue maintained bnto Us : All 
which notwithſtanding , the (aſd Pcccr Apiley hath ſecretly departed from his Lodging, and 
dath lurke (n places vuknowen, to the vtter contempt of Our authozity , and to the pzenention 
ofall future compolall of Nuarrels and Duels, aud auerſion of the great Pilchiefes enſuing 
thereupon, if the ſame ſhould bee paſſed oner. 
wee therefoze, by the aduice of Our Pztuce Counlell , haue thought fit by this Our publique

appzehend him ; and being appzehended, to bzing him, the ſatd Pccer Apſley,befoze Dur ſatd Right 
truſty and right welbeloued Couſin and Councellour the Earle Parſhall of England, to receine 
ſuch condigne puniſhment as ſhall bee found fit. 

And further Pur Command ts, that in the meane time none pzeſume to recetue, harbour, 
o2entertaine the ſaid Petcr Apiley, vpon patne of Dur high diſpleaſure,and ſuch further puniſh- 
ment asſhall bee fitting to lo high a contempt. |

the ſame degree of contempt,andin all other reſpects, as in this pzcſent caſe, aud ſhall accozdingly 
be pzoreeded againſt by Pzoclamation.
